GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENTS WERE MADE IN THE GA 
OCT. 5 BY FOREIGN MINISTERS OF IRELAND. AUSTRIA, CENTRAL 
AFRICAN EMPIRE, SAUDI ARABIA, TANZANIA, CHILE, BARBADOS, 

COLOMBIA, BANGLADESH AND EL SALVADOR AND PERM REP OF

AND BARBADOS. AND CUBA RESPONDED. GA PRESIDENT MOJSOV 
(YUGOSLAVIA) OUTLINED A TENTATIVE PROGRAM OF WORK FOR THE 
GA. AND, AMONG OTHER THINGS, SAID ELECTIONS OF MEMBERS TO 
THE SECURITY COUNCIL AND ECOSOC ARE SCHEDULED FOR OCT. 14 
AND CONSIDERATION OF THE QUESTION OF NAMIBIA WILL BEGIN 
OCT. 17. SPEAKERS LISTED FOR OCT. 6 ARE CYPRUS, MOROCCO, 

ALBANIA, PANAMA, GUINEA, JORDAN, ZAIRE, THAILAND. OMAN, 

SOMALIA AND SEYCHELLES. 

IRELAND - FOREIGN MINISTER O'KENNEDY FOCUSSED PRIMARILY ON 
NORTHERN IRELAND. HE PAID TRIBUTE TO PRESIDENT CARTER S RECENT 
OFFER TO ENCOURAGE INVESTMENT IN NORTHERN IRELAND WHEN SETTLEMENT 
INVOLVES BOTH COMMUNITIES AND HAS SUPPORT OF IRISH AND UK GOVTS. 
OFFER IS "TIMELY AND GENEROUS" AND HIGHLIGHTS ECONOMIC SIDE OF 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PROBLEM WHERE IMPROVEMENT WILL HELP CREATE CONDITIONS FOR 
POLITICAL STABILITY. IRISH GOAL IS FOR ALL PARTIES "TO WORK NOW

AUSTRIA - FOREIGN MINISTER PAHR FOCUSED ON THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN 
HUMAN RIGHTS AND ECONOMIC/SOCIAL RIGHTS OF STATES. EMPHASIZED 
CARDINAL PRINCIPLE AUSTRIA'S FOREIGN POLICY WELL BEING OF IN- 
DIVIDUAL. 
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HUMAN RIGHTS: OBSERVED 1978 SHALL BE 30TH ANNIVERSARY OF 
UNIVERSAL DECLARATION OF HUMAN RIGHTS. NOTED SIGNIFICANCE OF 
EUROPEAN CONVENTION ON HUMAN RIGHTS AND EUROPEAN SOCIAL CHARTER. 
HOWEVER, AS IN PAST. VIOLATIONS ARE BEING MADE. AUSTRIA

WESTERN TIES TO SOUTH AFRICA. 

THE REPRESENTATIVE OF CUBA SAID THE SITUATION OF 
HUMAN RIGHTS IN THE OCCUPIED ARAB TERRITORIES, INCLUDING 
PALESTINE, WAS A MATTER OF GRAVE CONCERN. THE ZIONISTS 
WERE INCREASING THEIR OPORESSION. CYPRUS SAID THAT MANY 
PROBLEMS IN THE WORLD TODAY WERE THE RESULT OF ACTIONS 
BY MINORITIES WHO WERE SUPPORTED BY POWERS 
OUTSIDE THE SOCIETY THEY LIVED IN, AND THUS PREVENTED 
FROM BECOMING MEANINGFUL CITIZENS OF THEIR OWN COUNTRIES. 
JAMAICA SAID THAT WHERE THERE WAS POLITICAL 
SOVEREIGNTY WITHOUT ECONOMIC POWER, EQUALITY WAS A MYTH 
AND THERE WAS NO SOCIAL JUSTICE. 

AN OBSERVER OF THE PALESTINE LIBERATION ORGANIZATION 
(PLO) SAID THE PEOPLE OF PALESTINE HAD BEEN THE VICTIMS OF 
"ZIONIST, RACIST COLONIALISM" FOR OVER A QUARTER OF A 
CENTURY. FOR YEARS ISRAEL HAD REJECTED ALL UN RESOLUTIONS, 
WITH US SUPPORT. HE CONTINUED THAT ISRAEL HAD EVEN REJECTED 
THE OBLIGATIONS IMPOSED UPON IT TOWARD ITS 
MINORITIES BY THE SAME GA RESOLUTION THAT MADE ISRAEL A 
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UN MEMBER. ZIONISM HAD ALSO ARROGATED TO ITSELF THE RIGHT 

TO EXPROPRIATE ARAB LAND. ZIONISM S OBJECTIVE WAS THE 

CREATION OF AN EXCLUSIVELY JEWISH STATE. THE RIGHT OF 

RETURN POLICY OF ISRAEL ALLOWED A JEW FROM ANY PART 

OF THE WORLD TO RETURN TO ISRAEL, WHILE ARABS 

WHO HAD BEEN DRIVEN OUT WERE PREVENTED FROM RETURNING

NIGER, GUYANA, PAKISTAN, NIGERIA, SURINAM, AND GHANA ALSO

4. COMMITTEE 4— FOREIGN ECONOMIC INTERESTS 

THE COMITE OCT. 5 BEGAN DEBATE ON "ACTIVITIES OF 
FOREIGN ECONOMIC AND OTHER INTERESTS WHICH ARE IMPEDING 
DECLONIZATION IN SOUTHERN RHODESIA, NAMIBIA AND ALL OTHER 
TERRITORIES UNDER COLONIAL DOMINATION ". THE REPRESENTATIVES 
OF BANGLADESH, THE SOVIET UNION, AND HUNGARY MADE STATE- 
MENTS. AT THE REQUEST OF THE SOVIET UNION THE COMITE 
DECIDED TO CIRCULATE AS A DOCUMENT PARTS OF ITS STATEMENT 
IN WHICH IT QUOTED BREZHNEV AND GROMYKO. 

AHMED (BANGLADESH) SAID ALL THE CLASSIC ELEMENTS 
OF COLONIALISM THROUGH HUMAN AND MATERIAL EXPOLITATION 
WERE MAINFESTED IN THEIR MOST VIRULENT FORM IN SOUTHERN 
AFRICA. BANGLADESH VIEWS THE FOREIGN AND ECONOMIC INTER- 
ESTS IN REMAINING COLONIAL TERRITORIES AS THE GREATEST 
VIOLATIONS OF HUMAN RIGHTS, IN THEIR DUAL CONTENT OF 
POLITICAL REPRESSION AND ECONOMIC DENIAL. 

KHARLAMOV (USSR) SAID THAT THE REPORT OF THE 

COMITE OF 24 HAD SHOWN THAT CERTAIN WESTERN COUNTRIES 

HAD CO-OPERATED ACTIVELY WITH COLONIAL RACIST REGIMES AND 

AT THE SAME TIME PUT FORWARD PROPOSALS TO RESOLVE THE PROBLEM 

OF COLONIALISM AND ACHIEVE A SETTLEMENT WITH IAN SMITH. 

WESTERN MONOPOLIES WERE THE CHIEF VIOLATORS OF SECURITY 
COUNCIL SANCTIONS. KHARLAMOV REFERRED TO A RECENT STATEMENT 
BY BREZHNEV WHICH INDICATED SUPPORT OF THE DEMANDS OF 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES FOR THE RESTRUCTURING OF 
INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC RELATIONS. KHARLAMOV 
CONTINUED THAT THE UN MUST STOP SUPPLIES OF ARMS BY 
CERTAIN WESTERN COUNTRIES TO SOUTH AFRICA, AS THAT COUNTRY 
UNCLASSIFIED 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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WAS BUILDING UP ITS SUPPLY OF NUCLEAR MATERIALS 
AND REACHING FOR NUCLEAR WEAPONS. CERTAIN WESTERN POWERS, 
ABOVE ALL NATO MEMBERS, CONCEALED THEIR INTEREST IN THE 
REGION. HE SAID THAT ALL POWER IN ZIMBABWE SHOULD BE 
TRANSFERRED TO THE PATRIOTIC FRONT, WHICH IS THE SOLE 
REPRESENTATIVE OF THE PEOPLE.

THE COMITE CONTINUED CONSIDERATION OCT. 5 OF 
THE REPORT OF THE UN COMMISSION ON INTERNATIONAL TRADE 
LAW (UNCITRAL). THE CONVENING OF A PLENIPOTENTIARY CON- 
FERENCE TO ADOPT CONVENTION ON INTERNATIONAL SALE OF GOODS 
WAS SUPPORTED BY KENYA, JAPAN, FRG, SIERRA LEONE, GUYANA, 
FRANCE. LIBYA, SUDAN, FINLAND AND GREECE. ONLY OTHER 
SPEAKER, IRAQ, THOUGHT SUCH A DECISION PREMATURE. MAJORITY 
RECOMMENDED THAT THE DRAFT PROVISIONS ON THE FORMATION OF

ECOSOC OCT. 5 ENDORSED WITHOUT VOTE THE RECOMMENDA-

TECHNICAL COOPERATION AMONG DEVELOPING COUNTRIES TO THE 
EFFECT THAT THE CONFERENCE SHOULD BE HELD IN ARGENTINA IN 
AUGUST/SEPTEMBER 1978, INSTEAD OF MARCH/APRIL AS ORIGINALLY

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PLANNED. IN CONSIDERING THE COMMITTEE S REPORT, ECOSOC ALSO 
ENDORSED THE PROPOSAL THAT THE COMITE'S THIRD SESSION

IS ALSO UNDP ADMINISTRATOR, REPORTED THAT PREPARATIONS FOR
